CONSTITUTION: A floor structure 4 is formed by filling 
hard urethane foam j-j-j-j-ny 

being a foaming resin between an upper plate member 1 and a 
lower plate member 

2. On the upper plate member 1, corrugated parts 5 are 
formed, and on the top 

6 of each corrugated part 5 small holes 7 for air vent and 
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for confirming the 

filling-up of urethane foam are provided. In the flat part 
of the upper plate 

member 1, pouring ports 9 for urethane foam 3 are provided 

Urethane foam is 
poured into to fill the space between the upper plate 
member 1 and the lower 

plate member 2 through the pouring holes 9, so that a 

lightweight and highly 

rigid floor structure can be formed. 
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
